In Defense Plan _. Allin Upland 


‘Wardens’ Will 
Get Data on All 
Local Families 


Hundreds of Uplanders are to 
be enrolled in an active civilian 
defense organization and the first 
steps were taken this week to en- 
list the cooperation of residents 
in all parts of the city. 

Many ‘‘wardens” are to be ap- 
pointed. Each will be assigned an 
area in which to make an accur- 
ate record of all persons and in 
each home it is the plan to have 
at least one persun capable of ad- 
ministering first aid. 

Plans and scope of the new ci- 
vilian defense orga‘ ization to meet 
any emergency were outlined at a 
special city council meeting Tues- 
day night. Mayor Eugene G. Nis- 
bet is the nominal head of the 
defense organization with City 
Manager Richard G. Manley the 
active director. Elwin Alder, who 
was recently appointed assistant 
director, has made an exhaustive 
study of the program as outlined 
by the state officials. The local 
set-up will be tailored to fit local 
needs. 

Lewis Fuller, city recreation di- 
rector, was appointed chief war- 
den. He will select numerous dep- 
uty Wardens. Richard Derby, 
building inspectcr, was named en- 
gineer to. pian best use of local 
equipment, 

Training of defense workers, es- 
pecially for first aid service, is 
regarded as one of the most im- 
portant steps and training classes 
will be established as soon as in- 
structors are available. City Coun- 
cilman BE. Tweed Stone is the only 
registered Red Crosg instructor in 
Upland now. 

Upland is in the “fringe” area 
rather than in a main target area, 
according to an analysis of the 
situation. Mayor Nisbet explained 
that very likely Uplanders will be 
called upon to help others in time 
of emergency, rather than being 
faced with a local war-time attack. 


In “localizing” the defense set- 
up Mr, Alder offered these mayor 
points: 

1, Operate own civil defense 
system. 

2. Make mutual aid agreements 
as considered necessary. 

3. Provide adequate staff and 
facilities for training. 

4. Assume share of financial 
responsibility. 4 

5. Participate in state program 
of organized mobile support. 

“Individual responsibility” was 
listed by Mr. Alder as follows, 

1. Be cognizant of community 
plans and participate therein. 

2. Assist actively and cooperate 
in development and execution of 
civil’ defense program. 

3. In emergency lend all possible 
assistance. 

From time to time appointments 
will be made for major positions 
in the defense organization. John 
Andreas is in charge of transpor- 
tation problems. 

Important role of the Red Cross 
in feeding evacuees and in meeting 
local problems was stressed at 
the meeting.
